Furthermore, the drawings of Kang do not support the 
deficiencies in the written description. The Kang drawings 
illustrate that the electrical device are mounted and somehow 
connected to the electronic apparatus. However, none illustrate 
the at least one first connector portion being adapted to 
directly engage the second connector portion of the electronic 
device complementary connector portions on the electronic 
apparatus and electronic device "so that when the second 
connector portion is directly engaged with the at least one 
first connector portion, there is a simultaneous attachment 
between the main body and the device body and an electrical 
connection between the at least one first connector portion and 
the second connector portion, and when the second connector 
portion is disengaged from the at least one first connector 
portion, there is a simultaneous detachment of the device body 
from the main body and an electrical disconnection of the second 
connector portion from the at least one first connector 
portion.'' Thus, the drawings provide no additional support for 
the Examiner's position.
